CHICKAMACGA NATIONAL PAKK, Ga., 


June 26.—There is seemingly the best 
of authority tonight for the statement 
that, in a day or two, fifteen regiments 
of volunteers are to leave Chickamauga, 
and that one of them will be Colonel 
Robert H. Bolfo's New Hampshire. 


Since 3 o'clock this 
afternoon, 


mounted messengers 
from 
General 


Brooke's headquarters have been on the 
go all over Chickamauga park, and it is 
said that of the thirty-five or forty regi- 
ments rendezvoused here those selected 
are the fifteen best equipped. 


The First New Hampshire is shy a 


few articles of clothing, and until late 
in the afternoon was behind 520 guns. 


The order for new guns was the 


awakening shot this afternoon. 
It 


came out of a clear sky, and hurried 
Acting Ordnance Officer Poff awiy to 
one of many quartermaster's depots for 
the necessary rifles. Three mule wag- 
ons brought them back, and they were 
driven out tonight in the dark. Only 
a few companies were short on guns, for 
many hundreds had been given out 
previously. 


The destination of the fifteen regi- 


ments in the movement, it is said, will 
be Tamps, Fla., from whence the 
United States forces now in Cuba re- 
cently sailed. It is believed that the 
expedition will soon be burned into 
Cuba. 


A second order which came down 


from headquarters during the day was 
that ''The First Army corps will be 
immediately equipped for field service 
Division commanders charged with the 
execution of this order will without do- 
lay cause inspection to be made to in- 
sure companies." 


A later order transferred 
Colonel 


Bolfe's regiment from the Third bri- 
gade of the Third division to the Third 
brigade of General Wilson, First divi- 
sion. The entire first division is to be 
in the movement, and two of its regi- 
ments, both from Kentucky, are in 
such a poor stale of equippage that 
their places will be taken by the First 
New Hampshire and the Eighth Massa- 
chusetts. 


Quartermaster Colby was ordered to 


report at 7.45 tonight to the chief quar- 
termaster's depot today; requisitions for 
the New Hampshire regiment were or- 
dered to be rushed ahead of everything 
else. 


The usual evening parade was given 


up tonight, and instead the boys were 
inspected in the company's streets by 
their captains for a stock taking. 
The 


orders were that the requisitions for new 
supplies must be hurried in the early 
morning. 


There is a feeling that the start will 


come on Wednesday. The sick boys 
are holding their own and will be left 
behind properly cared for. 


Father Colbert held the usual morn- 


ing service today. 


Some of the boys cheered on the an- 


nouncement for a move but many had 
developed a liking for the park and had 
hoped to remain until the better Cuban 
weather of tall.

An Ohio M»u'« Notion »l tho Froper Way 


to Cut and Fat IT|> the Oat Crop. 


To got tho greatest possible good 


from tlio oat crop it must bo cut early. 
Like grabs, the* btalk of the oat upon 
muturity loses; tho rich juices which 
characterize it earlier. These juices are 
changed inUj woody fiber, which is of 
little value for feeding purposes. 
In 


fact, sonic horses cnnnot at all, with 
lafi'ty, oat such straw. 


When the milk in tho berry of the 


oat has begun to harden a little, I like 
to begin cutting. The cradled grain 
should lie in tho swath for a day or two, 
dcpeudiiig upon the weather. If tho sun 
comes out hot, not so long a time will 
be needed as vAieu clouds make tho day 
dark. I do not want the straw to be- 
come dry and brittle before putting up. 
When fairly woll driod out, I begin 
biudiug, aiid after the day is f uirly well 
spout I set up what has boen bound dur- 
ing tho day. The sheaves are placed in 
shocks of ten each, eight being ranged 
two and two and tho other bundles be- 
ing used us caps. These bundles arc 
spread open by taking hold of the tops 
of tho grain and drawing it down to- 
ward tho baud uutil half the sheaf has 
beeu thus treated. One of them is placed 
over one end of the shock, butt upward 
and pointing toward tho middle, and 
the stem is placed on tho opposite end. 
Sometimes I put a small stone ou top of 
the caps to hold them ou iu case the 
wind should blow hard- In this condi- 
tion tho grain stands for » week or ten 
days, depending again on the weather. 
By this-time the shocks will be ready 
to draw in. 


Oats cut in this way are full of sub- 


stance. The grain will ho found fresh 
and nutritious, while tho straw is about 
as good a feed as hay. Horses will do 
well 011 it, and horned cattle will cat It 
with good appetite. If a reaper is used, 
I \\ ould follow tho samo plan 'of curing 
and setting up. Iu caso of A binder the 
baud.-> should not be too close, or the 
graiu will not dry out so fast and is 
likely to mold. Last year we had very 
htonuy times while cutting oats, but I 
put mine up as I have described above 
and never had a crop come out iu finer 
bluipe, says aii Ohio correspondent oi 
Thu New England Homestead.

E. Hart, of Groton, S. D.: "Was taken 
with a bad cold which settled in my 


Ttie Grapevine Flea Beetle. 


The grapevine flea beetle is sometimes 


erroneously called thrips. 
It occurs 


throughout the United States and Can- 
ada, the time of its appearance varying 
•with the latitude, and possibly being 
double brooded in the south. It is often 
abundant ou wild vines and also occurs 
ou the alder. In the spring it ia perhaps 
the subject of more frequent complaint 
than any other grape insect. The dam- 
age to the buds la uioet to be feared and 
the hardest to prevent. A very strong 
arsenical wash, say, a pound to 50 gal- 
lons of water, with lime, applied before 
or as soon as the beetles appear, will 
perhaps afford protection. Mr. Howard 
bus found also that the beetles at this 
season may be successfully jarred into 
cloth collecting frames placed about the 
vines, as recommended for the rose
